That tho"Werdenberg Area "was vory sparscly sottled 
and that most of the people were brought here first as deocndont 
relatives of the Hilty Rulers , whe rulod the area about LOOOAD te 
LIOCOAD . And more were brought to the area, when it was ruled by the 
Counts of Brogonz, Nonfort and Werdenberg (all tho satic family) from 
about 1LLOO AD to 1482 AD. The Counts of Werdenberg built the "Verdonberg 
Oastle about 1200 AD", In those days of Feudal Lords and Rulers, when- 
ever an aren was taken over, thoy brought in thcir owm dcpendent 
relatives to holp govern the area, because of their loyalty. Subjected 
BtLv cre not as trustworthy and dependabl .

In the book, "History of terdenberg Family Names and \Werdenberg 
Stories " by David Hilty Kunz, written in 1900, at the age of seventy~ 
weven, he gives the following account of the " Hoffmen " nanag- 


" HOFMANNER , —- This name was documented as Hofman in Buchs in 1540 

and in 1701 i% appeared as HOFMAMNER ( plural, indicating more of them). 
Shortly after this it was written HOFFLIAN. In carly times in Paleces 
and Oastles over Europe an "Officer of the Court " was called Hofman 

or Hoffman. (hoff- means Court). The Family Hoffwan belongs in this 
catogory." 


A copy of this book, will be found amonz these pages and it can be 
noted that he has not indicated their oripin as he has done with so 
many other nates, It must be assumed then, that they came to the area 
at a very carly date and since they were the only Hoffman family, they 
were soite of the dependent relatives brought in by the Counts of 
Werdenberg about 1200AD, when the Yerdenberg Castlo was built. 

Ralph Hoffman of Interprise, Kansas in 1927 and the writer again in 
1954 and 1959 were told that the Hoffmans' lived in the " Gatchouse", 
the house upon which the gate hung in early tines to permit entrance 
into the village Werdenberg and the Werdenberg Castle.There is still 
the stone pillar built into the side of the house and hinges , where 
the gate hung. The Hoffmans! were the Gatekcepers end protectors to 
the Castle grounds along with probably many other duties, for in this 
house today, on the firs’ floor aro two rooms ontirely devoted to the 
storaze and display of armor ( ‘coats of mail), heluets, shiclds, spears, 
swords, war clubs with sikes, and many other types of weapons ee 
during medieval times by the Counts of \erdenborfe 


Speaking of other dutics, we must visualize that the Yerdenberg Castle 
and the Werdenberg Village was the Central Government for the entire 
area, That there must be an army, horses and weapons to keep law and 
order and protect the area arainst outside aceressione That there had 
to be a court to assure justice and make #raisions. Administratives' 
duties also included the collection of land rents, and the hand-malting 
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of all equipment, including weapons, saddles, clothing, stoves, masonry 
work, etc. 


The "Canton of St. Gallen", is located in the northeast part of 
Switzerland and is bounded on the cast by the Rhine Rivers The railway 
now runs along the river and the railway station of Buchs, is in the 
southern part of the Cantone The mainstrect of Buchs is about onc-half 
mile long and at it's end, we find the "Werdenberg, Castle and the 
Verdenbers Villages About six biocks arcuhd the moumtoin, we find 
Altendorf, which is slso now in the Buchs city limits. The writer has 

a book in his possession , written by a cousin, David Heinrich Hilty 

in 1926 " History of Werdenberg Castle and ‘erdenberg Village and the 
Problems of Government and Church in surrounding Villages." This book 
provides the names of the people invoived, which include most of the 
names found in New Basel. This bool: has not yet been translated into 
English, but it docs say that the Hoffmans'’ were living at Werdenberg 
ag late as 1640 AD. Their residence at Altendorf came at some later datce 


The " Counts of \erdenberg" were noted for their liberalism with their 
subjects and for several centuries , the people enjoyed their privelefose 
After the Counts of Werdenbers in 1482, they had no champion and had 

to fight continually , as a people, for rights and privileges both from 
their Governors and the Church. These are covered rather thoroughly 

in the bools mentioned. The writer hopes some dey to be able to provide 

e fully translated version of the Historye 


The " Counts of Verdenberg" wero descended from the Counts of Nontrors 
in Vorarlburg (now Austria). The " Counts of Nontfort " originated 

from the union of Count Iugo Von Tabingen and the daughtcr og Count 
Rudolph Yon Bregonz,and inherited all the possessions of the Count 
Rudolf Von Bregenz. This area,included the Provance of Vorarlburg, in 
Austria; and the area, south of Lake Constance to south of Verdenberg , 
in Switzerland. They were related to the powerful Kiburg and Hapsburg 
families. \hen Count Rudolph Von Hapsburg was elected "German Emperor", 
he transferred to his ally, Count Hugo I Von VWerdenberg, the bailiwick 
of upper Swabia, cormissioning him to win bacic the refractory subjects, 
of his Empire. From that time Hugo I, often appears in the Royal retinue 
and also as a military vassel, in the campaign against Ottoker of 
Bohenia.s Later , Rudolph's son Emperor Albert, Knighted Count Hugo II, 
for his military services. As long as the "Counts of Werdenberg"” stuck 
with the Hapsburgs, they prospered. When they ceased to do so, they 
came to gricf. In tho end, we find the Counts of Verdenberg penniless, . 
fighting the Austrian Nobility on tlie side of the peasants of Appenzell. 


The writer was quite talten aghast, in the fall of 1952 at a grain 
buying station - in southern Turkcy, when shaking hands with about 
fifty Turks, that one should be On idcntica] duplicate of his grendfather, 
Michael lioffman, who passed away in 1908 This was an incident that 
could not bo throw off lightly,- was it his double ? However,

The Crusades, to ree 
Jerusalem and recovor the Moly Land froa the l.oslems lasted from 1097 
to about 1291, and the armics from Europe involved more than 2,000, 000 
meheliany of these people remained in the Near Last, toolc land and 
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some acquired enough land, to build castles and set-up small principalties. 
Today , one can see the remains of these Castles, in Turkey, Syria, 
Lebanon and Jordan , and there are many villages throughout this whole 
area that are descendents of the Crusaders, even having bhe blue eyes 
and blond haire In later years, the writer out of curiosity, has delved 
through histories and found out that the Counts of Werdenberg and its 
people participated in the Crusades several times « In one instance, it 
states that Count Albert Von \Werdenberg went on one such crusade and 
brought home a young pagan woman of high berth and installed her in his 
-@onvent of Bludenz ( Bludenz , now in Austria). ‘hich all goes to prove, 
that if you dig far enoush , one may find that your next door neighbor 
carries some of the same blood, that you doe So,-~= this man could have 
been a relative at thatl 


Some people have the opinion that all Hoffmans are related. This is a 
false assumption because there are at least 105 Castlos in Switzerlend, 
and wany more than that in Germany end they cach had "men of the Court" 
( Hoffman) e 


The writer found no Hoffman, "Coat of Arns", but is the opinion that 
they probably used the Coat of arms, of the Counts of Verdenberge The 
writer has each of the Coat of Arms,of each of the Counts of VWerdenberg, 
the Counts of Hiontfort, and Hiltys Edward Gentenbein was in VWerdenberg 
last sumer and acquired the Gantenbein, "Coat of Arms". The ‘erdenberg 
Castle was purchased in 1835 by Dr. Johnann Ulrich Iilty and remained 

in the family until 1956. The last ower, Fricda Hilty, decded the Castle 
and smell property to the Canton, St. Gallon for posterity. It has since 
been in a state of renovation and open to the public and tourists. It is 
® memorable experience to visit the scene of your ancestry. 


The Hoffmans after thoy moved to Altendorf, probebly made their living 
as all other people, that is farmed a little, mostly dairying and filled 
in their livihood , working at the trades. Trades were generally learned 
by apprentiseship, under duly authorized tradesmen. Leonhardt Hoffman, 
lived at Altendorf, near the Altendorf liill, which is nowWeswrad by @ MNre 
Semnie The Hoffman house burned to the ground in 1880. It has boon ~ 
recounted that Leonhardt was a mason by trade, also that he operated a 
bakery and handled hardware and dry goods. Whatever he was involved in, 
life seemed to be going along normaljy for the area, and timese He had 
some property, his eldest son Mathias was married and living in Buchs, 
Christian was married and bought a mill, at Azmoos. Leonhardt was 
marriod and lived at Azmoos; Elsbeth, liichaol ond Apolonia were still at 
homes e. 


Aa normalcy, is so often disrupted by the unlmowne They were not to lnow 
that the purchase of the mill at Ozmoos, by Christian would lead to their 
being a part, in the building of a new country, and a new and different 
mode of livinge The mill that Christian bought in 1850, proved to be a 
bad venture and the courthouse records show that the mill was deeded to 
the mortgagee , lillie Hilty in 1853, other obligations anounted to about 
4300 franes, about 800.00 U.S. Leonhardt, his father made arrangements 
to operate the mill, in order to pay off the obligationse The records 
show, that Leonhardt sold in 1853 , a house in Burgerau end another lot 
of ground to liathias Hoffmen, aprarontly for money to. hegin operating. 
the mill. He and his younger son Michacl then“sixtecn, operated the mill 
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until 1857 , with no better success. Then they followed Qhristien 

to tho United States. Christian, however in 1683 returned to 
Switzerland and paid off the obligations with accumulated interost. 
They first settlod in Wisconsin, then to Leavenworth , Kansas in 1856, 
and in 1860 to Turkey Oreck, Dicltinson County, Kansase It is so unicind, 
and unethical to rejoice at other peoples failuro, yot after almost 
one hundred and ten years, we can lool baci and coneulde , that we 

aro here principally because they all failed in the nilling venture 
over theree We can truly say that, Good Fortune follows failure and 
defeat,-by him , who has the strength and courage , to deny defeat.
